Meanwhile, In New Orleans, 
WWL-TV said in a newscast 
yesterday, it had learned two 
key Garrison Investigators 
were in Dallas over the week-, 
ehd to question’ a man who;

in New Orleans. 

The man was Identified as 
Sergio Araachta. now a Dallas: 
resident. — -

said it had confirmed its in- 
formation from Garrison, who 
appears to see a key link in 
the assassination between a 
Cuban exile group and Ferrie.

Airport in Dallas, 
said he told Garrison’s Investi- 
gator that he recalled having 
seen Ferrie in Dallas, hut added 
that he “couldn’t be sure of the 
date.” .; ' .

“I thought at the time I was 
shown a picture of Ferrie (by 
the investigator) that I had 
seen the man. I couldn’t re- 
member.. when or where, but it 
has been some time ago.” 
Jjejson^Knighk a student 
pilot, tola the 'limes Herald he 
accompanied the New Orleans 
investigator to several Dallas 
airports because the visitor did 
not know his way around. \ 
Knight said the investigator 
carefully explained to each 
person he interviewed that he
